1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue,  unless  otherwise  an- 
nounced by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

TO  collectors  of  Americana,  hooked  rugs  and  American  glass  bear  a 
neighborly  affection  for  each  other  and  are  treasured  as  such  apart  from 
their  utility. 

The  collection  of  the  late  H.  Bradford  Richmond  represents  the  result  of 
many  years  of  personal  search  and  gives  one  a  comprehensive  survey  of  his- 
torical flasks  and  bottles  together  with  examples  of  Pitkin  flasks  and  those  of 
Ohio  Stiegel  type.  A  virtual  rainbow  of  color  is  represented,  ranging  from 
emerald,  olive,  and  sea  green  to  oxblood  and  golden  amber. 

Mr  James  L.  Hutchinson's  collection  of  strange  marine,  floral,  animal, 
and  geometric  hooked  rugs  is  the  result  of  his  latest  trip  in  the  ketch  Cynosure 
up  the  New  England  coast,  stopping  at  every  small  seacoast  village.  These 
rugs  are  a  pictorial  record  of  an  earlier  and  more  primitive  America  and  while 
many  are  humorous  in  the  extreme  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  they  were 
drawn  and  hooked  in  all  seriousness  and  convey  a  very  real  picture  of  a  time 
long  past. 

In  conjunction  with  the  bottles  and  rugs  is  presented  a  small  group  of 
American  furniture,  varied  in  style  and  highly  desirable  for  the  country  house 
or  small  apartment.
